tilent fel/aw, and a mover. of fedition 


among all the Jews throughout the 
werld, and a ringleader of the ſect of 
the Nazarenes: | : 

6 Who alſo bath gone about to pro- 
fane. the temple : whom we took, and 
would have judged according to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lyſtas came 
upon ut, and with great violence took 
him away out of oùr-hands, 

8 Commanding his acculers to come 
unto thee: by examining of wham thy- 
ſelf mayeſt take knowledge of all theſe 
things whereof we accuſe him. 

9 And the Jews alſo aſſented, ſaying, 
That theſe things were ſo.

232 And when Felix heard theſe things, 
having more perfect knowledge of hat 
way, he deferred them, and faid, When 
Lyſias the chief captain ſhall come

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let Aim have liber- 
ty, and that he ſhould forbid none of 
his acquaintance to miniſter, or come

Was a Jewels, he ſent for Paul, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Chriſt.

26 Eſteeming the reproach of Chrift 
greater riches than the treafures in E- 
gypt : for he had reſpe& unto the re- 
compence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forſook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured as ſeeing him who is mvifible; 

28 Through faith he kept the paſt- 
over and the ſprinkling of blood, left 
he that deſtroyed the firſtborn ſhould 
touch them. Re 

29 By faith they paſſed through the 
Red ſea as by dry land: which the Egyp- 
tians aſſaying to do were drowned. 

3e By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compaſſed about 
ſeven days. oY 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab'periſhed 
not with them that believed not, when 
ſhe had received the ſpies with peace.

Fs A A Prologue made by an ungertain Author. hs 

Els Jeſus was the ſon of Sirach, and grandchild to Jeſus of the ſame name 
1 with him: this man therefore lived in the latter times, after the people had 
been Jed away captive, and called home again, and almoſt after all the prophets. 
No his grandfather Jeſus (as he bimſelf witnefſeth) was a man of great diligence 
and wiſdom among the Rebrews, who did not only gather the grave and ſhort 


ſentences of wiſe men that had been before him, but himſelf alſo uttered ſome of 
his own; full of much underſtanding and wiſdom. When as therefore the firſt 


| El died, leaving this book almoſt perfected, Sirach his ſon receiving it after him, 
eft it to his on ſon Jeſus, who having gotten it into his hands, compiled it all 


ordeny into one volume, and called it Wiſdom, intituling it both by his own 
name, his father's name, and his grandfather's; alluring the hearer, by the voy 
name of: Wiſdoni, to have a greater love to the ſtudy of this book. It containet 
therefore einge, erk ſeiitences and parables, and certain particular antient 
gooly {tories of men that pleaſed God; alſo his prayer and ſong; moreover, what 
enefits God had vouchſafed his people, and what plagues he had heaped upon 
their enemies. This Jeſus did imitate Solomon, and was no leſs famous for wiſdom 
and learning; both being indeed a man of great learning, and fo reputed alſo.

Wire many and great things have been delivered unto us by the law

to learn, be able to profit them which are without, both by ſpeaking and writing: 
my grandfather Jeſus, when he had much given himſelf to the reading of the law, 
and the. prophets, and other books of our fathers, and had gotten therein good 
judgement, was drawn on alſo himſelf to write ſomething pertaining to learnin 

and wiſdom, to the intent, that thoſe which are deſirous to learn, and are addicte 

to theſe things, might profit much more in living according to the law. Wherefore 
Jet me intreat you to read it with favour and attention, and to pardon us, wherein 
we may ſeem to come ſhort of ſome words which we have lavoured to interpret. 
For the ſame things uttered in Hebrew, and tranſlated into-another tongue, have 


not the ſame force in them: and not only theſe things, but the law it felt, and the 


prophets, and the reſt of the books, have no ſmall difference, when they are ſpoken 
in their own language. For in the eight and thirtieth year coming into Egypt, 
when Euergetes was king, and continuing there ſome time, I found a book of no 
ſmall learning: therefore I thought it moſt neceſſary for me to beſtow ſome diligence 
and travail to intrepret it; uſing great watchfulneſs and skill in that ſpace; to bring 
the book to an end, and ſet it forth for them alſo, which in a ſtrange country are

donian king, who reigned firſt among 
the Grecians, had left there. 

3 Wherefore he came and ſought to 
take the city, and to ſpoil it; but he 
was not able, becauſe they of the city 
haying had warning thereof, |

he fled, and departed thence with wy 
heavineſs, and returned to Babylon, _

23 Judas alſo was _y earneſt in pur- 
ſuing them, killing thoſe wicked wretch- 
es, of whom he flew about thirty thou- 
ſand men. 

24 Moreover, Timotheus himſelf fell 
into the hands of Doſitheus and Soſipa- 
ter, whom he beſought with much craft

13 And Judas being apart with the 
elders, determined before the king's hoſt 
ſhould enter into Judea, and get the city 
to go forth, and try the matter in fight, 
by the help of the Lord.

14 So when he had committed all to 
the Creator of the world, and exhorted 
his ſoldiers to fight manfully, even unto 
death, for the laws, the temple, the city, 
the country, and the common wealth, he 
camped by Modin : |

choice young men, he went in into the- 
king's tent by night, and ſlew in the 
camp about four thouſand men, and the 
chiefeſt of the elephants, with all that 
were upon him.

ſtroy not ſo cruelly and barbarouſly, but 
ive honour to that day, which he that 
Peth all things hath honoured with ho- 
lineſs above other days. 
3 Then the moſt ungracious wretch

17 Thus being well comforted by the 
words of Judas, which were very good 
and able to ſtir them up to valour, and 
to pe wake. the hearts of the young 
men, they determined not to pitch camp, 
but courageouſly to ſet upon them, and 
manfully to try the matter by conflict, 
becauſe the city, and the ſanctuary, and 
the temple, were in danger. . 


18 For the care that they took for 


their wives, and their children, their 
brethren, and kinsfolks, was in leaſt 
account with them: but the greateſt - 
and principal fear was for the holy 
temple. ; t 

19 Alſo they that were in the city 
took not the leaſt care, being troubled 
for the conflict abroad. 

20 And now when as all looked what 
ſhould be the trial, and the enemies 


were already come near, and the army _ 


was ſet in array, and the beaſts conve- 
niently placed, and the horſemen ſet in 
21 Maccabeus ſeeing the coming of 
the multitude, and the divers prepara- 
tions of armour, and the fierceneſs of 
the beaſts, ſtretched out his hands to- 
ward heaven, and called upon the Lord 
that worketh wonders, knowing that 
victory cometh not by arms, but even as 
it ſeemeth good to him, he giveth it to 
ſuch as are worthy: CE. 

22 Therefore in his prayer he ſaid af- 
ter this manner, O Lord, thou didſt ſend 
thine angel in the time of Ezekias kin 
of Judea, and didſt ſlay in the hoſt of

238 { Now when the battle was done, re- 
turning again with joy, they knew that

29 Then they made a great ſhout, and

33 And when he had cut out the 
tongue of that ungodly Nicanor, he 
commanded that they ſhould give it by 
pieces unto the fowls, and hang up 
the reward of his madneſs before the 
temple.

34 So every man praiſed toward the 
heaven the glorious Lord, ſaying, Bleſſed 
be he that bath kept his own place uns 
35 He hanged allo Nicanor's head up- 
on the tower, an evident and manifeſt 
ſign unto all of the help of the Lord. 
36 And they ordained all with a! 
common decree, in no caſe to let that 
day paſs without ſolemnity, but to cele- 
brate the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which in the Syrian tongue is

- - Thus went it with Nicanor : and 
from that time forth the Hebrews had 
the city in their power.
